From 
there news has just arrived regard- 
ing the setting up of a special con- 
centration camp for boys and girls, 
who in spite of inhuman tortures 
refused to betray their parents to 
agents of the Italian Ovra and the 
Nazi Gestapo secret police agents. 

This Ghristmas the Women's Aid 
aims to give every child a gift pack- 
age. It will contain a toy or book, 
canned milk, chocolate and cake, 
soap and gloves or socks. The 
women are working feverishly pre- 
paring the packages, and after 
working hours in the office or fac- 
tory visit the children’s colonies and 
restaurants, refugee homes and hos- 
pitals, which they decorate with 
streamers, flowers and bunting to 
creat a Christmas atmosphere. 

Their attentions are not limited 
to Barcelona or to children. Groups 
of young women and girls visit the 
hospitals and the refugees outside 
Barcelona with special gifts of food 
and clothing. The Women's Aid are 
making great efforts to provide 
delicacies to the wounded soldiers.

She spoke 
with gratitude of the food-ships 
prepared by the British people. Yet 
not nearly enough food has come 
in for Christmas. Not only that 
but not enough has come in to meet 
the elementary needs of civil Ma- 
drid. 

Pasionaria handed me a telegram 
which arrived that morning from 
Madrid begging that food be éent. 
The telegram contained particulars 
of the daily ration on which the 
Madrid population has had to ex- 
ist for the past week. It consists 
of 20 grams of rice, five grams of 
codfish, 16 grams of onion, 6 
of chick-peas, fifty grams of or- 
anges, 125 grams of bread and one- 
seventh of an ounce of chocolate.

DEFEAT OF DUCHESS BY NARROW MARGIN INDICATES 
RISE OF CONSERVATIVE ANTI-CHAMBERLAIN TREND

| The real story penind the de- 
feat of the veteran Conservafive 
who turned against Tory Prime 
Minister Neville Chamberlain and 
his policy of truckling to the fas- 
cist dictators lay in the insuffi- 
cient unity among the Liberal and 
Labor forces—the selfsame reason 
which has enabled Chamberlain 
recklessly to abandon Britain's na- 
tional interests. 

Political observers today gave 
d and lengtny attention to 
the by-election, called when the 
Duchess resigned the seat she held 
in the House of Commons for 15 
years as a Conservative in protest 
against Chamberlain's Munich pol- 
icy and betrayal of Spanish de- 
mocracy. ‘ 

Even pro-Gover.ument quarters 
admitted that the furious snow- 
storm which blocked roads thru- 
out the constituency of Kinross 
and West Perth in the Scottish 
Highlanders worked to the Duch- 
ess’ disfavor. 

But it would be incorrect to im- 
agine that this was the really de- 
cisive factor, although clear weath 
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er might have wiped away the 
1,313-vote margin by which Tory 
standard-bearer William McNair 
Snaddon, wealthy landowner and 
cattlebreeder, pulled through. 


CONFUSION LOST POLL 


The fact that only 65.3 per cent 
of the electorate—22,303 out of the 
33,482 eligible voters—went to the 
polls was not only due to the dif- 
ficulty voters had in reaching the 
ballot boxes. 


The underlying reason why the 
Duchess did not sweep the poils, 
as had been expected, was that 
neither the Liberal nor the Labor 
Party swung into vigorous actiod 
until it was too late. 

The failure of the Liberals to 
throw their support at once to 
Lady Atholl, instead of first nam- 
ing and then withdrawing their 
Own candidate, confused the Lib- 
eral voters.

At the same time it should be 
noted that the Munich-ite Tories 
retained control of the Conserva- 
tive party machine — from which 
the Duchess and her husband re- 
signed—and this was of great heip 
to McNair Snaddon, who had 500 
automobiles plowing through the 
snows to bring in Tory voters while 
the Duchess was able to get to- 
gether only a tenth as many cars. 


The Duchess was forced to im- 
provise her own election campaign 
apparatus while the battle was on. 
Though it would be useless to hide 
the fact that the by-election Was 
a setback for the anti-Chamberiain 
forces, it would be equally incor- 
rect to regard the result as a vic- 
tory for Chamberlain and his Mu- 
nich policy.

FIGURES NOT FULL STORY 


Statistics are oftimes misleading 
when you deal with such things 
as death in industry. For instance 
you will find that in one particular 
industry, there is an almost un- 
bellevably small average of 144 ac- 
cidents, minor and fatal per year, 
whereas in another, it runs into the 
thousands. But a closer look into 
the picture shows that proportion- 
ately, the first industry with 144 
accidents, of which 77 were fatal, 
far outnumbers the second. 
first happens to be window cleaning 
and the second general manufac- 
turing. 

When you consider that there are 
only a few thousand window clean- 
ers in the business, but that every 
year, death is sure to reach out and 
snatch 77, it becomes an extremely 
dangerous business. 

Local 2, of the Window Cleaners 
Protective Union, affiliated with the 
Building Service Employees Inter- 
national of the A. F. of L., does most 
of the window cleaning in New York 
City. 

During this year, which now 
draws to a close, seven members 
of Local 2 died—some fell only a 
few stories and other plummeted 
down from skyscrapers. 


FAMILY SECURITY 
The average window cleaner is 


_| keenly interested in the Workmen's 


Compensation Law, for it is the only 
thing that he can look to as a sem- 
blance of security for his family 
should his turn be next. 

Just last week, a window cleaner 


named Schulman, 39 years old, was | 


killed when he fell twelve stories 
from a building here in the city.

manufacturing industry in the state, 
which had 27,077* accidents, 2,908* 
alone were sustained by needle 
trades workers. Most of them were 
injuries to hands, fingers and eyes, 
from fast moving machinery and 
sharp hand tools. While the num- 
ber of injuries was terrifically high, 
the amount of deaths were extreme- 
ly low, as compared with the build- 
ing trades. 


INDUSTRIES AND ACCIDENTS 


The nature of accidents in various 
industries naturally vary according 
to the nature of the jobs. Take 
longshore workers as an example. 
When a dock worker gets hurt, it 
may be anything to a smashed foot 
or hand, up ot a broken back. When 
a sandhog meets with an accident, 
it may mean that he was virtually 
buried alive under rock and slime, 
and perhaps narrowly escaped with 
his life—if he escape at all. 


Thus goes the march of death 
and violence in industry. What hap- 
pens when a worker is injured? 
What protection can he expect for 
himself and his family should he 
find himself a hopeless cripple the 
rest of his life? What responsibility 
does both the State and ndustry as- 
sume? 


These are among the 50 questions 
and answers on the Workmen's 
Compensation Law that will be an- 
swered in the fourth and final ar- 
ticle of this series which will appear 
in tomorrow's Sunday Worker.

Lawyer’s Civil Liberties Committee Intervenes 
as Jersey Dictator Appeals Case 
to Federal Circuit Court 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 23.—As the appeal of Mayor 


Frank Hague of Jersey City came up for a hearing before 
the Third United States Circuit Court of Appeals today, 
the American Bar Association filed a brief calling for the 


upholding of civil rights as provided in the injunction 


pgainst the New Jersey boss. 

The injunction from which Hague 
is appealfig barred the Jersey City 
authorities from interfering with 
the rights of the CIO to organize, 
picket or carry other activities. 

The bar association’s brief was 
drawn up by its committee on the 
bill of rights. It took up only one 
of the compaints-infringement on 
the right of assembly—and under- 
took to answer Jersey City. 

Authorities’ contention that meet- 
ing permits had been denied the 
O. I. O. and other liberal groups be- 
cause their opponents had threat- 
ened violence at these meetings. 

“ARREST THREATENS” 


“Surely a speaker ought not to 
be suppressed because his oppon- 
ents propose to use violence,” the 
brief said. It is they who should 
suffer for their lawlessness, not he. 
Let the threateners be arrested 
for assault, or at least be put un- 
der bonds to keep the peace. 


“The only proper remedy for such 
situations, small or serious, is the 
police protection to which citizens 
are entitled in public places, whether 
they are there singly or in groups. 
It is the duty of the officials to pre- 
vent or suppress the threatened dis- 
order with a firm hand instead of 
timidly yielding to threats.”

Foreign policy, these crucial days, covers 
what the government’s program is for the 
security of the nation against the war plans 
of fascism. 

This gives you a clue as to why William 
Randolph Hearst has gone hammer and 
tongs at the New Deal's foreign policy. 


The Hearst press Friday editorially told 
the New Deal to “mind its own business”; 
not to “meddle in every situation that arises 
in Europe, Asia, Africa, South America and 
Australasia.” In other words, this hired pub- 
licity man of the horrible Hitler wants our 
foreign policy to become synonymous with 
suicidal national isolation. 


Now Hearst chose the moment to speak 
out his choicest treasons against America’s 
security just when the Roosevelt administra- 
tion had taken three historic and world-im- 
portant steps. 


By examining their true meaning, the 
American people can answer as to who really 
represents America’s hopes and interests, 
the narrow monopolist clique for whom 
Hearst speaks, or the New Deal. 


Within the past week Washington had 
granted China credits directly amounting 
to $25,000,000; perfected plans for send- 
ing 3,000,000 bushels of surplus wheat to 
hungry people of Spain; rebuked, in the 
name of the entire American people, the 
vile and insulting slanders of the Nazi 
regime. 

What was the purport of these measures 
of the American government? And why did 
they so smartingly make Hearst roar against 
the New Deal foreign policy? 


Simply because every one of the steps 
taken by Washington was in the direction of 
safeguarding America from the totalitarian 
war bullies.

First: To the detriment of American 
prosperity, jobs and well-being, American 
trade is being knifed, near to death, by the 
Nipponese invaders of China. American com- 
merce is under assault by the whole fascist 
triangle in Latin America, at our very back 
door. And all in violation of Section 338 of 
the U. S. Tariff Act. 


Second: Politically, the fascists are busy 
as termites undermming American demo- 
cratic institutions. Hitler heaps a steady 
stream of slander against America’s freedom 
of speech, freedom of religious worship, free- 
dom of organization, and freedom for the 
pursuit of happiness. 


Third: Can anyone, but the self-blinded, 
deny the actual fascist military measures 
against the United States? The Panama 
Canal is virtually surrounded by Nazi and 
Japanese spies and air bases.

If there is any “meddling” being done, it 
is carried on by the Hearsts, Hoovers and 
Fords. These men are tampering with the 
fortresses of American liberty. 


Patriotism 
At a Price 


Corporate wealth has its own peculiar 
ideas about patriotism. 


Several of the “smaller” steel corpora- 
tions are threatening to refuse to help fill 
orders for navy and army defense in view of 
the establishment of the prevailing wage for 
the industry under the Walsh-Healey Act. 

These companies are informing the gov- 
ernment that they will be patriotic only at 
a price—they must be given the right to 
drive down wages. They will cooperate—at 
least, so they say—in the national security 
of the country only if they are permitted to 
destroy its social security. This is dollar 
“patriotism” with a vengeance! Isn’t it ob- 
vious that behind such an attitude lies a 
supreme contempt for the national as well 
as the social security of the United States? 

But these steel companies are not with- 
out their supporters. The learned New York 
Times, in a tricky sleight-of-hand editorial, 
tries to justify their treasonous attitude on 
the ground that the Walsh-Healey Act has 
no right to establish higher standards than 
are set by the Wages-Hours Act. 

This is sheer sophistry. The Wages-Hours 
Act was enacted for one purpose—to set 
minimums for industry in general. The 
Walsh-Healey Act was passed to provide 
special standards for firms having large con- 
tracts with the government. 

The Walsh-Healey Act shows up the glar- 
ing inadequacies of the Wages-Hours Act. 
But the Times would like to use the Wages- 
Hours Act (to which, incidentally, it is also

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With thes consent of John R. 
Longo, now serving a nine-month 
sentence in the Hudson County,

Hudson County Penitentiary 
Secaucus, N. J. 


Dear Mom: 

This Christmas will be a sad one 
for us. It will be the first time that 
anyone of our family is separated 
from the rest, when the joyful birth 
of Christ, humanity’s greatert mar- 
tyr for the freedom of his fellow 


men, is celebrated. Prison walls and - 


iron bars will make the separation 
an even more sorrowful one. 

Yet this particular time should 
recall to our minds the nobiiity and 
piety of sacrifice—personal sacrifice 
tor the happiness and enlighten- 
ment of mankind. There are some 
in the world today who gladly go 
to jail for the privileges of speaking 
out against oppression, injustice and 
economic slavery; But, how many 


are ready to be nailed to the cross? 
A short prison term is but a simple 
stone that was hurled at JESUS. 


We should be happy—even more 
than those who enjoy rank and 
wealth—those whose conscience feel 
the tice of my imprisonment. 
Keep in mind now as always that J 
did not steal a single penny, nor 
harm a single hair of anyone's head. 
Not one vote was stolen, nor did the 
petition of our political group cost 
the County of Hudson as much as 
One drop of ink. Yet, I am so “dan- 
gerous” that I had to be “caged” 
in a cell like an animal; while mil- 
lions of dollars are stolen annually, 
votes by the tens of thousands 
robbed, hard working men, women 
and children exploited and forced

to suffer the miseries of dirty 
disease breeding slums, a whole city 
pillaged and laid waste. But those 
responsible for these crimes walk 
the streets to repeat their offenses 
against their fellow citizens again 
and again. More than that, it is 
these who send young men to prison. 


Why? You know that it wasn't 
necessary for me to go to jail at 
all. If I were not framed, but ac- 
tually guilty of some serious crime, 
I would not have served a single 
night behind bars, providing I 
turned my eyes from the class 
struggle in Jersey City. But the 
meaning of this struggle has become 
£0 apparent, the consequences of 
class exploitation so obvious, that 
if I failed to see them, I would be 
deficient in intelligence, and if I 
failed to care about them, I would 
be deficient in heart and conscience.

Roosevelt who has had the vision 
of understanding of class struggle. 
You see, Mom, the very fight in 
which I found myself engaged in

unempolyment. That's all that there 
is to it. We are with Roosevelt to 
maintain and increase democracy, 
to make the poor a bit happier, to 
provide jobs for others, security for 
the aged, education for the young.

SERIES of articles against Communism has been 

appearing in Liberty Magazine under some con- 
cocted name with an authentic American flavor. Walter 
Winchell now spills the beans that this series is being 
written by George Sylvester Viereck, a man who has all 
the earmarks of being a definite Nazi agent, and thereby 
hangs quite a tail—a brown and miry Nazi tail. 

Let it be recalled that the Dies Commiittee was for a 
short while on the trail of this same Viereck. It issued a 


subpoena for him to appear before its hearings, to be 
questioned about his Nazi connections, Viereck, by some strange coinci- 
dence, claimed that he was leaving for Nazi Germany that very after- 
noon, and had already bought his ticket. So the Dies investigators very 
generously permitted him to sail, without questioning. 

He had important business in Nazi Germany, you see. How cculd 
they interfere with a busy businessman? And Viereck has just returned 
from Germany, and whiffs of his business begin to be apparent in tite 
a ore wee seems to wield some mysterious m- 
fluence. 

In the past few weeks Liberty has begun to show a curious new- 
found interest in the “Jewish problem,” for example. It printed recently 
an article by H. G. Wells, in which that doddering ruin of a once-great 
author attempted to blame the anti-Semitic murders, not on the Nazi 
murderers, but on the Jews themselves, because the Jews “do not as- 
similate, but still claim to be the Chosen People,” etc. This is 
thesis of Hitler, of course, however much t may be muffled in 
Yague and liberalistic verbiage of which Mr. Wells is such 
The Jews have as many faults as any other race, neither 
less, ahd it is easy to point out those faults. But to point them out as 
veiled apologia for the Hitler massacres is to be a partner 
atrocities. Mr. Wells may be an unconscious partner, since he 
tainly not the complete Hitlerite. But Liberty and Viereck, 
conscious partners in the business of murdering and persecuting Jews, 
or the Wells article would not have been solicited and printed at this 
dangerous moment.
